The protopope Avvakuni 
did, and his letters sti,l feed ■ the .fan- 
aticism of the rnskolniks The piftjan- 
choly stories of the Miiiisliikoft, the 
Dolgorouky, the 13 iron, and other ^ex- 
iles of high rank have been transmit- 
— -ted-to posterity by their sympathizers. 
| Our young republican poet RyleeiT, be- 
' fore being hung in IS-7, told in a 
'beautiful poem, "Vainarosky," the- 
sufferings of a little Kussian patriot. 
Several memoirs of the "Decembrists" 
(exiled for tlie insurrection of Deceni- 
• ber 2Gth, 182;)), and the poem of 
Nekrasoff, "The Russian Women," are 
still inspiring the young Russian .hearts, 
with love for the prosecuted and hate 
to the prosecutors. Dostoevsky has 
told in a remarkable psychological study 
of prison life his experience at the for- 
tress of Omsk after 1818; and several 
Poles have described the martyrdom of 
their friends after the revolutions of 
1831 and 18-18. * * * lint, what arc 
all these pains in comparison with the 
■ sufl'erings endured by half a million 
people, from the day when, chained to 
iron rods, they started from Moscow 
for a t wo or three years' walk toward 
the mines of Transbaikalia, until the 
day when, broken down by bard labor 
and privations, they died at a distance 
of five thousand miles from their native 
villages, in a country whose scenery 
and customs were as strange to them 
asits inhabitants — a strong, intelligent, 
but egotistic race! "What art; the sull'er- 
ings of the few, in comparison with 
those of the thousands under tlio cat-o'- 
nine tails of the legendary monster, 
Rozguilcleell, whoso name is still the 
horror of the Transbai kalian villages; 
with the pains of thosew ho, like tin: Pol- 
ish doctors, S/.okalaska and his compan- 
ions, died under the seventh thousand 
, of red strokes for an attempt to escape; 
with the Bufferings of those thousands 
of women who followed their husbands 
and for whom death was u release from 
a life of hunger, of sorrow, and of hu- 
miliation; with the sufferings of those 
thousands who yearly undertake to 
make their escape from Siberia and 
walk through the virgin forests, living 
on mushrooms and berries, and inspir- 
ed with the hope of at least seeing 
again their native village and their 
kinsfolk? Who has told the less strik- 
ing, but not loss dramatic, pains of those 
thousands who spin out an aimless life 
in the hamlets of the far north, and 
put an end to their wearisome existence 
by drowning in the clear water of the 
Yenisei? M. Maximoffhas tried, in his 
work on "Hard Labor and Exile," to 
raise a corner of the veil that conceals 
these sufferings; but he has shown only 
a small corner of the dark picture. The 
whole rewaias and probably will re- 
main unknown; its very features are 
obliterated day by day, leaving but a 
faint trace in the folk lore and in the 
songs of the exiles, and each decade 
brings its new features, its new forms 
of misery for the ever-increasing num- 
ber of exiles.

Wife.

Paris is absolutely overrun with cafe 
concerts. They are becoming a pestil- 
ential nuisance, and public opinion is 
taking j a strong stand against them. 
Those of the Champs Elyseea, so fami- 
liar to tourists, are not included in the 
scourge. They are/only open during 
the summer months, when the cool air 
and comparatively inoffensive atmos- 
phere make the short entertainment 
attractively pleasant What are get- 
ting to be public nuisances aro the 
numerous one-horse shows of this des- 
cription that seem to grow up like 
mushrooms. One can hardly take a 
fifteen-mimutes walk, in almost, any 
quarter of the town, without being in- 
vited by advertisements to step inside 
and listen to such and such a new sing- 
er. Zolaism has infected the selections 
of repertoire in these places. Once the 
songs were funny, whereas they are 
now offensively suggestive, without the 
slightest degree or hint of wit or humor. 
In olden times, the quaint songs of 
Beranger and Nadaud formed the basis 
for their selections. Then came Dareier, 
more wordly, less tunesbme, but always 
admissabie. Even when artists of in- 
contestable merit - such as Theresa — 
appear, they are surrounded by such 
thorough nonentities or by respresen- 
tatives of such vulgar insanities that 
the struggle to sit and bear it out for a 
song or two of the diva becomes an im- 
possibility. The poor rush to the low- 
est of these dens, dragging after them 
their wives and their children, simply" 
because they have there for two sous a

Not many farmers die of overwork. 
There is variety in their- work, and froBh 
air, and interludes of rest. ' It is the wife 
who sutlers, and wears out, and dies pre- 
maturely. The fault may be hers, or it 
maybe his, or it may rulatu to both joint 
ly. Tho reasons at any .rate aro worth 
studying. 

Much of her work is cooking and wash- 
ing. Both are hot and steamy, carried on 
generally in rooms not properly ventilated 
and the hitter is particularly adapted to 
catch cold. In 'addition, if there aro 
children in the family, nine-tenths of tho 
burden falls on the wife. If not well bal- 
anced in mind and temperament, the 
mother foolishly adds to this burden by 
had government,, by an unnecessary 
•amount of. cooking to satisfy capricious 
tnstu'8— in niaiiy cases her own being the 
most vicious —and also in foolish dressing 
of tho children. If ambitious for her 
girls to shine us they grow up. the burden 
increases with their growth and ago. They 
aro often spared from hard work on the 
plea that they are "not stout enough to 
wash und make butt ur, " or to irua, so 
tho mother turns thorn over to music, em- 
broidery, and callers, and tries to get 
along alone. Hired girls aro scarce, costly 
and unsatisfactory, and hired men boarded 
in tho family make things worse still. 
Tho husband fails to appreciate that tho 
wife is growing old faster than he is, and 
that he is largely at fault in not interpos- 
ing his authority to save himself the ex- 
expetiBos of an early funeral. Even when 
it comos he looks upon it as a divine but 
"mysterious dispensation. " 

What he should do is to stop soma of 
her work at any rate and any cost. What 
part? Why, some of tho cooking first of 
all. In every sucli family there are un- 
necessary, and fancy dishes, all expensive, 
some stomach-destroying, and some blind- 
ly indulged_in from the force of habit 
alone. Common sense shows that little 
drinking should be done at meals, but 
habit prescribes a great deal— strong tea, 
strong coffee, chocolato, cocoa, etc.— 
when a little of cold or hot water or milk 
would answer far better. Then as to food 
it should be simply prepared, with few 
mixtures, gravies, or sauces, and no round 
of courses, Look to the animals; they 
never indulge ia many courses, nor in 
spices and condiments. Hunger is their 
natural sauce. 

But oven if a man must have a good 
deal of conking, it iH not necessary that 
his wife should do it all. What prevents 
a man from being a cook also/ Are 
not men in mnny cases most excellent 
cooks — indeed, the ones preferred at great 
hotels! Every farmer's wife should teach 
her boys aa well as her girls to cook on 
occasion, and the husband also if disposed 
to do the right thing. There is no great 
mystery about it— nothing that an intel- 
ligent man cannot master readily if he 
will. Tho wife should not be expected to 
hear tho children and to have their ex- 
clusive care fur several years; to do all 
the housework and butter making, some 
milking too perhaps; to mako and ropair 
clothes for all the family; to take in farm 
hands to board; to pur#p, draw, or carry 
water from deep wells, cisterns, springs, or 
a neighboring creek, and be a general 
nurse for all the family when any one is 
sick. It js no wonder women wear out 
under such a pressure, and the man who 
is blind to it is blind indeed. He is cruel, 
too, if, when not blind, he permits it to 
go on. To say that ho "can't afford" any 
change is either nonsensical or base. A 
change will come along with doctor's bills 
and funeral expenses, and when a man 
says ho "can't afford" to do differently he 
simply says that he prefers the catas- 
trophe. Stop sumo of tho work as already 
pointed out; assign othor portions to 
other members of the family, yourself in- 
cluded; give out the washing to some one 
anxious for it, and who may be a Bort of 
export; abolish the fancy dishes, and 
theroby improve health and pockot; don't 
sit in good health around the Iioubo while 
your wife is doing work beyond lior 
strength or is wearing out by the ceaseless 
iteration by uninteresting work, like dish- 
washing, which you can do as well as she, 
if you try. Create a revolution at once 
when you see what tho tendency is, and 
thus show yourself a worthy husband of 
an industrious, patient, and long-Buffering 
wife. . S. P.

Very few people know that 
take to water naturally.

He fished 
in this wise. There was a very large 
hole through the log on which ho lay, 
and then he thrust his fore arm through 



water and waited for the fish to gather 
around and into it, and when full he 
clutched his list and brought up a hand- 
ful of Bab and sat and ate them with 
great gusto; then down went the paw 
again, and so on. 

The brook was fairly alive with little 
trout and red-sided suckers, and some 
black suckers, so the old fellow let him- 
self out on the fishes. Ho did not eat 
their heads. There was quite a pile of 
them on the log. I suppose the oil in his 
paws attracted the sfih and baited them 
even better than a fly-hook, und his 
toe nails were his hooks, and sharp ones 
too, and once grabbed, the fish are sure 
to stay. 

They also catch frogs in- the forest 
brooks, ami drink of the pure water in 
hot summer days, ami love to lio and 
wallow in the muddy swamps, as woll 
as our pigs in the mire. 

Thoy often cross narrow places in 
lakes by swimming, and also rivers, 
and seem to love to take t£ turn in the 
water. ' I once saw one swimming from 
the mainland to the big island in 
Mooselucinagantic Lake, with just a 
streak of his back out of the water, 
looking like a dog moving along. Some- 
times you see only their heads out of 
water; at other times half of their bodi- 
es are to be seen. We account for this 
difference by their condition. If fat, the 
grease helps to buoy them up; if lean, 
they sink lower in the water. — Lewie- 
ton Journal.

A USTRAL1AN FEDERATION. 

Tho third mooting of tho present session 
of the Royal Colonial Institute, lately 
opened in London, was chiefly remarkable 
, for tho marked difference of opinion ex- 
pressed by three of the Australasian 
Agents-General on tho absorbing topic of 
federation. Mr. Murray Smith, C. M. 
G., who represents the colony of Vic- 
toria in England, read an exhaustive pa- 
per on "The Australasian Dominion, "and 
advocated the formation of a federal union 
with his whole heart, while Sir Francis 
Dillon Hell showed by his speech that he 
is very lukewarm upon tho matter, and 
Sir Saul Samuel seeR insupertiblo difficul- 
ties in tho way, which it will take years 
to overcome. Mr. Murray Smith himself 
acknowledges that there are jealousies and 
rivalries which will have to be laid aside, 
but ho believes if the earnest and moder- 
ate views of the convention are understood 
and appreciated, if the youthful and grow- 
ing population of Australasia can rise, as 
he hopes and believes they will, to the 
height of their great opportunity, that the 
difficulties which have been suggested by 
colonists, both at home and abroad, will 
not prove insuperable. In fact, ho main- 
tains that the federal union of tho Aus- 
tralian colonies has already advanced — 
not slowly, but by leaps and bounds. 
Fifty years heneif, he looks forward to a 
federal Australasia occupying a similar 
position to that which America occupies 
to-day. That (he ever-growing communi- 
ties in the southern seas, however, will 
rest satisfied without some share in the 
work and responsibilities of Imperial gov- 
ernment he does not believe, and some 
great structural change, he thinks, must 
be made in tho constitution of the British 
empire if it is to remain wholeaild undivid- 
ed. Mr.Cowderoy, of Victoria, led off tho 
discussion which followed tho reading of 
the Paper. lie contended that before 
any scheme af Federation could be adopt 
ed there must be a rectification of the 
boundary between New South Wales and 
Victorii, but Sir Saul Samuel completely 
demolished this argument. He pointed 
out that tho size of the territory had noth- 
ing whatever to do with the question, and 
that when Federation took place there 
would be one country — and not a number 
of separate colonies — governed by one 
Federal Parliament. Sir Saul argued, 
howovor, that Federation was impossible 
with a council such as that proposed by 
tho Sydney Conference, and maintained 
that if the colonies were to bo blended to- 
gether in one harmonious whole it could 
only be in tho samo way as Canada was 
confederated. Sir Francis Dillon Bell, 
who preceded Sir Saul Samuel, pointed 
out that the meeting at Sydney was called 
not so much to discuss the question of 
Federation as to agreo upon some method 
by which the colonists might act in con- 
cert with Lord Derby on an important 
Imperial question, and he should have 
been more hopeful of the result if the 
Conference had confined itsolf to that par- 
ticular subject. The question of feder- 
ated action, however, had boon brought 
forward, and had raised a number of diffi- 
culties which had boon perfectly well 
known to all who had studied the ques- 
tion for years past, and which could not 
bo got rid of for some considerable time to 
come. Mr. \V. VVestgarth argued in favor 
of a federation of the whole Empire. Mr. 
Macfarlan alluded to the total absence of 
all reference to the colonies in the Queen's 
Speech, and thought that some system 
might bo brought about by which tho 
agents-general might make their voices 
heard on behalf of tho colonies in the 
house of commons. 

THE CHRONIC LI HELLER.

The. Colonist a smut-mill. Webster de- 
fines a smut-mill as a machine for cleaning 
grain of smut. Tho reader will understand 
the error into which our contemporary's 
ignorance has led him, and will see that 
what ho intended as a reflection is in renlity 
a compliment. Our e. c. pleads not guilty 
to the accusation of being a chronic libeller. 
Let us see how far the records of the courts 
will sustain the. plea. They show that on 
one occasion he was caned for assaulting a 
lady; that he was thrice in open court 
forced to humbly- apologize for libelling 
citizens; that he was once dragged to the 
bar of the house by a little hopiO' my thumb 
who was then sorgeant-ftt-arms, and there 
apologized for libelling the character of Air. 
Speaker Helnickon; that one of his contrib- 
utors served a year in the chaingang for 
libelling a citizen; and that less than eight- 
een months ago he was branded as a 
"Scoundrel," and lined $'2.10 by the full 
bench of the Supreme Court for libelling 
one of its members! It can safely be said 
that no paper, living or dead, has borne a 
worse repute M a professsional scandal- 
monger than our contemporary, and that no 
man has so often fallen on his marrow- 
bones in wild appeals for mercy as the pro- 
prietor of that delightfully edifying and 
morally clean paper.

. ADULTERATION OF FOOD. 

Hon. 5h'. Costigan has introduced to the 
house of commons a bill to prevent the 
adulteration of food and drugs, which de- 
clares that after the passing of the act it 
shall not bo lawful for any person to manu- 
facture, expose, or offer for sale or sell any 
article of food or drugs adulterated within 
the meaning of tho act. In the case of 
drugs they are held to be adulterated if 
their strength or purity falls below the 
Standard laid down in the British or Ameri- 
can pharmacopoeia or the professed stand- 
ard under which they are offered for sale. 
Food is declared to be adulterated if any 
substance has been mixed with it so as to 
reduce or injuriously affect its .quality or 
strength, if any valuable constituent of the 
article has been abstracted, if it be an imi- 
tation of or sold under the name of an- 
other article, if it consists wholly or in part 
of deceased or putrid animal or vegitable 
substance or in the ease of milk or butter 
if it is the produce of a diseased animal or 
of an animal fed on umvholsome food, or if 
it contains any poisonous ingredient or any 
ingredient injurious to tho health of the 
person consuming it. An exemption is 
uindo when tho drug or food is a proprietary 
medicine or is the subject of a patent in 
force and supplied in tho stato required by 
the patent. Any person wilfully adulterat- 
ing food or drugs will be liable to a fine not 
exceeding $50 for the first offence, and to a 
fine of §'200 and imprisonment with hard la- 
bor for not more than 6 mouths for the second 
offeuCo. If the adulteration is not injurious 
to health, the lino is not to be more than 
$30 for tho first and §5100 for the second 
offence. For the adulteration of intoxicat- 
ing liquor the tine is $100 or less, or im- 
prssomnent with or without hard lubor for 
not more than a month, and for a second 
offence a fine not exceeding $100 and im- 
prisonment with or without bard labor not 
exceeding three months.

To the Editor: — Allow mo to say a 
few words on legal business in your col- 
umns. 

I purchased a horso from J as. Campbell, 
Cache Creek. The horse was verbably 
warranted to me as gentle. 1 had reason 
t« find out to the contrary as 1 received a 
severe kick which severly injured mo. 1 
wished to defend payment of note, but 1 
was informed by Mr. Campbell that lie 
purposed sending down tho note to Vic- 
toria for collection although drawn not 
transferable. As 1 found out that 
tho note was collectable there, I was 
obliged to sottlo it. Tho costs of a trip 
to A r ictoria and back and the legal expen- 
ses would bo much more than tho note. 

Now, Sir, in tho name iff common sense, 
is this stato of things to last. I, with 
many others, wish to know if a man can 
be sued for a small note -100 miles away 
from where the note was given, not trans 
ferable and where both the plaintiff anil 
defendant reside, in the Yale division, 
twenty miles apart. 

We have now five judges and another 
one in process of being manufactured. 
Still this thing goes on. In Canada no 
man could be stiod out of his division in 
case just stated. But, in fact, we have 
so many laws in this small colony of a 
conflicting nature that, like the winds 
whore opposite currents create a calm, 
nothing is done and tho legal sages slum 
ber in their calm. I hope this may act as 
a sinapism to stir them up and the pub- 
lic.

Letter From Skeena River. 

Skeena, March 10, 18S t. 
To tub Editor: — Although doubts ex- 
ist in my mind as to your receiving this 
letter, I still write it, and hope for the 
best. 

It is not surely for a moment contem- 
plated by the government to let the N.W. 
Coast remain in the present stato with re- 
gard to mail matter. By this trip of the 
Barbara Boscowitz we got no mail. The 
inconvenience of that can only be under- 
stood by busines men. It is simply dis 
gusting and detrimental to one of the most 
expensive industries of tho province. We 
have had very severe weather for the past 
forty days — cold as low as ten degrees be- 
low zero, and the Bait water |waa in many 
places frozen two miles from shore, a fact 
unprecedented. 

The Rev.R. Sheld< n is now permanent- 
ly settlod at Inverness and amongst other 
good works I hopo to be able next trip to 
send you a copy of tho first paper, called 
the "Northern Snowball" which the Rev.

To Tim Editor: — The authorities hav- 
ing heard of tho terrible explosion of 
canned tomatoes in a small grocer's shop in 
Eastern Canada have resolved to prohibit 
large quantities of canned goods being 
kept in stores in town — the limit in future 
being two one-pound cans or one two- 
pound can. Any quantity in oxcess will 
have to bo stored not less than one mile 
from the post office. It is thought that 
the present powder magazines can be uti- 
lized for tho purpose of storing canned 
fruit, vegetables, &c, under careful pre- 
cautions. This would be a boon to the 
powder agents who have shortly to move 
their stocks of powder to a distance of at 
least two miles from the city. It is not, 
however, yet decided whether tho limit 
for powder shall apply to canned toma- 
toes.

ENGLISH CABINET TROUBLES,

Protest Against the Cattle Ein- 
buigo. 

EUROPE. 
London, March 17.— -Humors are curreul 
in the lobbies of the house of commons tlrut 
the resignation of Gladstone and other 
members of the government Las been under 
consideration at their cabinet councils. A 
majority of the cabinet favor a prolonged 
occupation of Egypt, to which Gladstone is 
opposed. 

London, March 17, (evening.) — The air 
is full of rumors of dissension in the cab- 
inet, the resignation of Gladstone, and the 
dissolution of parliament. It is said that 
Gladstone is suffering from catarrhal fever 
and is too hoarse to spoak. There are un- 
doubtedly differences in tho ministry as re- 
gards the length to which Groat Britain 
shall go in the Soudau war, but they will not 
cause a split in the ministry. 

Liberals are confident that whatever hap- 
pens Gladstone will insist on the final deci- 
sion by parliament on the country franchise 
question. 

Manchester, March 17.- -A meeting wan 
held at the town hall to-day to protest 
against the restriction on the importation of 
foreign cattle. Jacob Bright and John 
Stagg, M. Ps., spoke in furtherance of the 
object of the meeting. It is reported tho 
resolution was carried condemning the 
house of lords for meddling with the con- 
tagious diseases and animals bills. Shaw, 
U. S. Consul, declared that American cattle 
and food-producing animak were the beat 
fed and watered and healthiest in the world. 

Vineyard, Haven, March 17. — Brig 
Screamer, Cuba for Portland, arrived last 
night, having on board twenty- 
four cabin paasengrrs, women and 
children claiming to bo refugees, 
Dispatches from Cuba say thay are ban- 
dits. A revenue steamer is watching the 
Screamer.

He said the time 
was near at band when the Irish parliament 
would send a message of peace to the Eng- 
lish parliament.

Italy is about to try the subsidy system 
as a means of building up a merchant 
marine. It will cost her 4,000,000 of 
francs a year. 

A young man named Alexandor has 
been arrested at Marahfield, Oregon, who 
is believed to bo Cicero Grime, who was 
implicated in a noted stage robbery in 
188-', near Globe City, Arizona Territory, 
in which Wells, Fargo it Co. 's messenger 
and a passenger were, killed.

Driver left 
this city hist Wednesday evening about 
dark in his boat for his cabin on the is- 
land and was not seen until found yester- 
day morning. It is supposed he slipped 
oil' the rocks after getting out of the boat 
and was stunned by the fall, lie has 
been brought over hero and will bo buriod 
to-morrow. 

Last evening while some sailors were 
going from bore lo Departure Day on the 
road an altercation arose between them 
and s'imo Indians of the Euclatuw camp, 
in which one sailor was severely beaten 
about the head and body, and one Indian 
was stabbed in tho side. Doth are in a 
very critical condition. 

Horrible Occurrence on the 
Mainland. 

(Special to the Colonist.) 

Lytton, March 17. 
A disgusting and beastly affair is re- 
ported to have taken place at McOargo's 
wholesale whiskey divo, at the .fifty-mile 
post, near Lytton. It appeara that two 
white men named Scotty Ingle and 
Michael Raynie wore on a drunken spree 
at the above place on Thursday hist. 
They commenced to quarrel in tho even- 
ing, and a drunken row ensued, when, it 
is stated, that Scotty Ingle took a broom- 
handle and used it on Raynie as tho at- 
tendants of Edward II. are said to have 
used a hot iron on that monarch. The 
victim is reported to have suffered groat 
agony until tho evening of the following 
day, when he died. Last Sunday morn- 
ing Ollico'r Hussoy was notified of the oc- 
currence, and ho immediately proceeded 
to tho fifty-mile post and arrested Scotty 
Ingle, on tho charge of having assaulted 
Michael Raynie with intent to do him 
some grievous bodily harm. Until a 
coroner's examination and skilled medical 
testimony lui3 been obtained, no further 
particulars can be given.

(Before Hon. Mr. Justice Gray.) 

March 17th, 1884. 

In tho Supreme Court, between Thomas 
Erie Pock, Charles York, James Gordon, 
Geo. Nixon, S. D. Levi, Richard Night- 
ingale, of Nanaimo; Charles Thomas 
Dupont, William Raymond Clarke, Ar- 
thur Stanhope Farwoll, Arthur Bunster, 
of Victoria; William May, of British 
Columbia, petitioners, and tho Queen. 

Hon. M. W. T. Drake, Q.C., for peti- 
tioners; Hon. A. E. B. Davie, Q C, At- 
torney-General, with Mr. Harrison, for 
the Crown. Air. Pooley on behalf of 
parties claiming to be interested under 
subsequent legislat ion . 

Tho following is a synopsis of his lord- 
ship's judgment : 

"This is a proceeding under tho "Min- 
eral Ordinance, 1869," by which tho peti- 
tioners in a petition of right, sook to ob- 
tain from tho Crown a grant of 1,000 
acres of land, in consideration of tho duo 
performance of the terms and conditions 
set forth in tho said ordinance, and on 
compliance with which tho said statute 
enacts that they shall be entitled to such 
a grant. 

Tho Attorney-General on behalf of tho 
Crown, distinctly denies the performance 
of tho terms and conditions sot forth in 
the ordinance; and the compliance of tho 
petitioners with the requisites which 
would entitle them to claim such grant; 
and avers an abandonment by the peti- 
Honors of their alleged claim. 

Sitting, therefore, as a judge in this 
court to determine what that law is, and 
to decide upon the facts in dispute, it 
will facilitate arriving at a correct con 
elusion, briefly to statu the requirements 
of tho ordinances, tho issues raised, and 
the evidence of tho facts as proved be- 
fore mo." 

After a full analysis of tho Mineral 
Ordinances pleadings, and evidence, and 
disposal of the numerous questions of 
law raised during the argument, tho 
learned judge proceeded : 

"I cannot leave this, the legal branch 
of tho case, without acknowledging tho 
very great assistance I have derived from 
tho ability and research displayed by tho 
counsel for tho Crown, as woll as by Mr. 
Drake for the petitioners It was an ex- 
cellent argument, of immense advantage, 
and to which it was a luxury to listen. 
For another purpose 1 must now turn to 
the second branch of tho cuse — tho posi- 
tion of tho petitioners on their morits- it 
being my duty to consider tho facts as 
woll as the law, acting both as judge and 
jury. 

Omitting reference to those parts of 
the evidence boaring upon the performance 
of preliminary conditions necessary to ob- 
tain the right to petition under tho min- 
eral ordinance for a crown grant of 1,000 
acres, wo will turn to a few salient points 
bearing on the conduct of the petitioners. 
It will bo noticed that in tho 5th para- 
graph tho petitioners sta.e that on the 
20th of April, 1874, (that is about six- 
teen months after they had obtainod thoir 
license) thoy caused Fawcett's certificate 
to be sent to tho chief commissioner of 
lands and works, accompanied with a lot- 
ter from Messrs. Drako it Jackson, in 
which letter they apply for tho Crown 
grant of 1,000 aores of land, and state 
"that from eight to ten thousand dollars 
had boon expended on this claim in prov- 
ing it." The significance of this statement 
is apparent by reference to the 24th sec- 
tion of the Mineral Ordinance, 18G9, 
whoro it is enacted : "For coal lands tho 
price shall bo as follows: For any quanti- 
ty up to and including 1,000 acres at the 
rate of §5 per aero, provided that on proof 
to the satisfaction of tho government that 
§10,000 has been beneficially oxponded on 
any land held under prospecting license 
for coal a grant of 1,000 acres of the land 
included in such prospecting license shall 
be issued to tho company holding such 
prospecting license, without payment of 
tho upset prico of such lands." That lit- 
tle statement was weighted down 
with §5000. Y'ot at tho time it 
was made not §200 had boon 
oxponded in tho whole matter, ovou in- 
cluding expenditures prior to obtaining 
the license, if wo aro to beliovo tho pe- 
titioners, and their evidence on this point. 
Hear Mr. Peck, in tho tirat place observ- 
ing that he Btates that "bo 
has no account of his ex- 
penditures," nothing but a memorandum 
of sums ho paid out and collected "he 
thinks in 1873,perhapasoine in 1874." That 
the total amount received since 1874 was 
about §1,112 —a little over §100 was on 
account of expenditure before 187.3, tho 
remainder during the period up to 1882." 
When cross-examined on this point he 
says the remaining §1,000, or about that, 
was spent in November, 1882, and the 
spring of 1883, not before." From his ex- 
tremely loose statement we learn that be- 
tween 1874 and 1882 §50 woro paid and 
§40 woro owing for services in looking af- 
ter tools. That covors all tho money dur- 
ing that interval." From his unbusintss 
like statement it is impossible! to say what 
was actually expended in ldi-.^r, indeed, 
in 1873, but from tho accou.u of employ- 
ment it may be safely said that not §200 
had been expended up to the time that 
hitter was written and sent to tho govern- 
ment in April, 1874, certainly not. shewn. 
Yet that letter says that at that time 
"from eight to ten thousund dollars had 
been expended in proving the claim." 
Mr. Pock says he never could understand 
how such a statement could bo made. His 
own petitions says, "tho petitioners caused 
it to bo sout." It is not disavowed in the 
petition which commenced thoso proceed 
ings in October, 1883. It was not dis- 
avowed in the application to tho govern- 
ment for tno grant in 1882. Nor is it 
Bhown to have been disavowed at. any 
titno or place, or in any occasion, until Mr. 
Pock was examined on oath in this cause 
on the 29th of January last. Messrs 
Drake & Jackson never put that statement 
in that letter without instructions from 
their clieutH, Home or one of them, and by 
adopting and lining it in their petition in 
this court in 18813, without disavowal or 
explanation, it being a matter peculiarly 
within their knowledge, the petitioners 
must take the consequences. 

Again, they allege they never abandoned 
their claim. The evidence shows distinctly 
that between 187-1 and 1882, uot one day's 
labor was expended on it, and tho estimate 
of value put upon it, during that inter- 
mediate period, may be judged from the 
statement of Mr. Levi, one of the petition- 
ers, when called and sworn as a witness ou 
hia own and their behalf. He says: He 
was one of the promoters, and in 1872 and 
1873 had paid in §G0, aud is one of the 
eleven petitioners. That he afterwards be- 
came bankrupt; got his discharge in 187l!. 
That in his list ot assets his interest in 
the claim wnH put down, but no valuation 
attached to it. That he wa3 on the land in 
1877 and 1878, went to where they hud 
been drifting for coal and Baw two drifts 
filled with water. He went first to tho 
house in Novembor, 1882, (that is a small 
cabin, in the evidence elsewhere stated to 
have been put up by the potitionors, aud in 
which all tlie toolB referred to wero left) 
found it nailed up; the chimney, a hole in 
the roof, and a place where a wiudow ought 
to have been; fouud some tools, 2 axes, 1 
hatchet, 1 shovel, 2 picks, a frying pan, 1 



tin-plate, 1 tin crip, and some broken crock- 
ery covered over with bark, on which tho 
Indians might have trampled. He fixed it 
up to live in; remained there three months 
workiug on the claim, from November, 
1882 to" January, 1883. That tho old house 
and roads at that time may not have beeu 
used for six years. That he always thought 
there was something good in it; kept dark. 

Says Mr. Peek: From the fall of 1874 to 
November, 1882, no work was done there 
beyond looking after the tools. Mr. Levi 
has already described how they were looked 
after, (.'apt. Clarke, one of the petitioners, 
when called as a witness, stated with manly 
straightforwardness, that he was interested 
in 1872; made bis last payment in 188 J; 
that he was one of the original liconcoes; 
heard nothing of it from 1874 to 1883, and 
being very judiciously uot cross-examined 
by Mr. Drake for the petitioners, stepped 
out of the witness box, as if a mountain 
load had been lifted from his shoulders. 
On this point, and as bearing on this 
evidence iis a fact, one cannot omit to no- 
tice the reply in their pleadings to the 
statement made by the Attorney-General in 
relation to the abandonment, namely, "that 
if they had not, since 1873, continuously 
and bona fide worked the said land, thoir 
license had not been cancelled, or if it had 
been cancelled they had not received any 
notice of the cancellation, or of any inten- 
tion to cancel the said lisceuse." In oldeu 
times that would have been called "a 
confession aud avoidance, " and is entirely 
inconsistent with the affirmative assertion 
they had made. The question of cancella- 
tion has been disposed of. What had oc- 
curred in 1882? On the 21st April the 
Vancouver Laud and Railway (lo. Bill, 
commonly called the Clements Co., had 
passed the legislature, and in November, 
j 188.1, this neglected claim sudd. inly became 
of deep importance to the petitioners. 
The 7th paragraph Of the petition says: 
That lha petitioners in tho year 1882, be- 
lieving "that the time had arrived at which 
the coal miiiu they had discovered might be 
worked to advantage they applied to tho 
Chief Commissioner of L.& W.,etc." Is that 
true'.' The evidence shows that so far. 
from a coal mine having been dis- 
covered, uot au ounce of coal had 
boon found by the petitioners within tho 
limits described in thoir license John 
Dick, a witness called, sworn and ex- 
amined, who had hoard Levi's testimony 
stated that in April, 1883. ho went to 
Willow Point, himself searching for coal 
on account of tho Indian reports. Saw 
tho cabin and trails described by Lovi; 
but saw neither a ranch or coal mine about 
there or any indication thereof, nor with- 
in 12 miles of it, and Mr. Pock himsolf 
throughout his long examination, has 
carefully abstained from saying that thoy 
found even a Bign of coal, yot they peti- 
tion for this grant saying that "believing" 
that tho time had coma when the coal 
mine thoy had discoverud could be worked 
to advantage; and in tho prayer of the bill 
thoy ask for a grant of the 1000 aores of 
land "selected" by them. 

Tho time of their license expired in 
November, 1874, and they had not com- 
plied with one of tho c inditions which 
would untitle them to tho statutory grant 
asked for. 

It is useless to go further. It was 
not truo that thoy had spent from 
§8000 to §10,000 in proving thoir claim. It 
was not truo that they had bona tido ex- 
plored and worked that claim for coal dur- 
ing tho term of tho prospecting license in 
tbe spirit and uieaningof the Minoral Ordi- 
nance, in consideration of which thoy 
would have boon entitled to ask this 
grant. It was not true that thoy had 
found a coal mino on tho premises which' 
they could work to advantage; and it was 
not true that they had "selected" any 
portion of tho land embraced within tho 
limits they woro ontitled to prospect over, 
as stated in their petition and prayor for 
relief. 

Who conies into a Court of Equity must 
do equity. On overy principle of law and 
justice, on overy principle of equity and 
good faith, tho petitioners have entirely 
utterly and absolutely failed- 

Considering the language of tho petition, 
the pecuniary value of tho object sought 
to bo obtained, the statement of facts by 
which thoy alleged thoy were entitlod to 
obtain it, and the facts which were proved 
by tho sworn evidence of the petitioners 
thomsolves and thoir .vilnessos;without one 
harsh English expression, I may say, I 
krjow of nothing so adequately descriptive 
of tho case as au old monkish couplet of 
the middle ages. 

"Mel in ore, verba lactis, 
Fel in cordo, fraus in factis. " 

Let tho petition bo dismissod with costs 
against tho potitionors. 

Queen Citv Planino Mills. — 
Yesterday mor.iing tho now Quoon City 
Planing Mills, Government street, near 
tho gas works, latoly erected by Messrs. 
Johnson, Walkor & Flott, commenced 
work. Tho main building is 150 foot long 
by 50 feet wide. Tho boiler is placod in 
the drying house, which is two storys 
high, 26 feet by 20 foot, and is heatod by 
steam pipes laid on tbe ground floor, and 
is capable of drying 50,000 foot of lumber 
in 48 hours. The buildings were orectod 
by Messrs. Robinson & McDowell. Tho 
mill will bo devoted to tho manufacture 
of sashes, doors, bracketing and general 
houso furnishings. Tho machinery is all 
now and of the latest improvod descrip- 
tion, comprising p'aning, matching, tenon- 
ing, wood turning, wood sawing, scroll 
sawing, morticing, baud sawing, boring, 
sand papering, mitreing, automatic knife 
grinder, etc. Tho machinery has boon 
chiefly supplied by Messrs. Park & Lacy 
of San Francisco and Portland. Tho mill 
is driven by a 35-horso power high pr«s- 
suro cngino from tho Amos Engine Works, 
Now York. On starting the mill every- 
thing worked woll, and before tho end of 
tho week soma fourteen men will bo em - 
ployed. This establishment must be justly 
regarded as a valuable addition to the in- 
dustries of Victoria, and tho proprietors 
deserve much credit for the enterprise 
thoy have shown in carrying it out. 

Withdrawn. — Tho Dominion Govern- 
ment has officially ordered the cancella- 
tion of the advertisement calling for tend- 
ers for the completion of tho drydock at. 
Esquimalt. A private letter from Ottawa 
states that tho Sottloment Bill will not 
pass. This, no doubt, is tho reason for tho 
withdrawal of tenders for drydock com- 
pletion. — Nanaimo Free Press. 

This statement is about ae correct as 
many others on the sumo subject that have 
emanated from tho same source Tho 
advertisement for tenders for tho drydock 
has not boen withdrawn — only that re- 
specting the caisson, for the purposo of 
allowing local firms to eompoto for its con- 
struction.

Tho 
day of victory is approaching. Tho paper 
strongly deprecates terrorism and favors 
the union of all branches of socialists, who, 
it says, should pursue tho desired end by 
moral energy, not by brute force.

It wits attired in an 
embroidered shirt, and had boen dead not 
more than throe or four days.

Salt Lake, March 15. — One hundrid 
men returned last night from A 1 tit with 
tho bodies of the snowslide victims killed 
last Friday. They dragged the bodies 
nine miles on hand sleds. Only eleven 
bodies were found, and ono is still miss- 
ing. Fifteen hundred people viewed tho 
remains.

New Youk, March 14. — O'Donovati 
Russa was|interviowed last night regarding 
the explosion at Fulham, England, and 
declared that he know throe days ago that 
tho explosion was to take placo, und said 
ho could tell when the next one would 
take place, but would not do so.
